Continued Steady Growth Forecast for 1966 


Diane Lytle Takes “Pot of Gold” 



First prize in the Z. D. “Pot Of Gold” Awards was won by 
Diane Lytle of Module Production, Department 74M. She re¬ 
ceived $50.00 cash. 

Second prize of $25.00 went to Henry Buck of Gyro Machine, 
Department 93. Everett Vance, Department 93, and Walt 
Manning, Tool Room, Department 55, tied for third place, 
each receiving $10.00. 

The competition was so keen, and the quality of suggestions 
so good, that the Award Committee provided “Honorable 
Mention” awards of $5.00 each to six contributors: Walt 
Manning, Robert Roy, John Knepper, Dwayne Bennett, Harold 
Kenny, and Frank Wagner. 

The awards were presented by Phil Gustlin, General Man¬ 
ager, before a special assembly of all employees. 

The judges determined the winning suggestions through the 
use of a “point system.” All suggestions were evaluated 
for five categories and given up to 5 points for each category, 
depending on how well they fit the requirements. The sugges¬ 
tion capturing the highest total of points received first prize, 
etc. 

Diane Lytle’s suggestion scored highest. She discovered a 
unique method of testing a certain component used in the 
modules which eliminated several steps and greatly reduced 
the time required for this operation. When projected against 
the volume of parts forecast to be handled, the estimated 
savings were considerable. 

The Zero Defects suggestions turned in under the incentive 
provided by the “Pot Of Gold” awards were sufficiently better 
in quality and quantity than many earlier attempts that it 
appears that a continuation of an incentive program would be 
beneficial. 


Increased Production 
Brings Employment 
Up 40% Over 1965 

The steady growth of the Electronics Division during 1965 
will probably continue through 1966, if comparison means 
anything. 

The upswing started early in 1965 with contracts from 
Aerojet-General for a large quantity of our NF6010A gyro¬ 
scope, and from Magnavox for a variety of relays. Each 
was followed shortly by additional contracts from botli com ¬ 
panies, while new orders for relays kept production rising 
at a steady rate until we were building twice as many relays 
per day in December as we had the previous January. 

Gyro production continued to increase also because of the 
accelerated schedules for the NF6010A, coupled with follow- 
on orders from Beech Aircraft for the NF4111B-2 gyro, 
and the return of General Dynamics with orders for our 
N4100B. 

The module program from the Los Angeles Division was 
responsible for a good portion of our production effort. These 
are the major factors responsible for our good year of 1965. 
What about 1966? The backlog from 1965 is sufficient to 
maintain good schedules for some time, but there is still 
more. Another new product line from Los Angeles which 
appeared recently and will continue to grow rapidly is the 
micro-switch relay which will employ 12 to 15 people, plus 
engineering personnel, from now on. 

Another new endeavor is the timer relay, a well established 
business at Los Angeles Division, which will become part 
of our family in February. The J400 system is our first 
endeavor into a complete control system, which includes a 
gyroscope and other control units plus a read-out display. 
The first unit is to be shipped in January, with production 
to continue through July. 

Meanwhile our own design groups have not been idle. We 
have new relay designs now undergoing evaluation tests and 
which will be ready to market by mid-year. The Sales Depart¬ 
ment expects them to be well received, and predicts substantial 
business from these sources. 

The new gyro model NF6400 is scheduled to be completed, 
tested and evaluated by the third quarter of’66, with a forecast 
of business late in 1966 or early ’67. 

The above two items are forecasts. The following is sub¬ 
stantial fact: Bendix Aviation has recently placed an order 
for a large quantity of gyroscopes for use on a new missile 
program ; and our NF6010 gyro is now being produced in 
quantity for four different customers, while the number of 
relay orders being processed is increasing weekly. 

1966 will be a busy year for The Electronics Division! 
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Two E. S. girls were hurrying in to 
work one morning recently in the day¬ 
light of clearing skies after the rainy 
darkness of previous days, and one 
was heard to remark, “Gee, the days 
are getting longer.” To which the 
other replied, “So it’s true!
